First Book Donated 


“The first book donated was Apple- 
ton’s Cyclopedia, given by Col. L. P. 
Grant. The first year of the associa- 
tion was extremely precarious, but 
through lectures and by other means, 
enough money was raised to keep the 
work going. Within a few years the 
association was firmly established 
and the library became the pet in- 
stitution of the growing city.” 


By 1869, the book collection num- 
bered 800 volumes and by 1871, 2,000 
volumes, while the membership had 
increased to 400. While one might 
consider that books were the greatest 
need of a library, Darwin G. Jones 
ascribes the success of the association 
to the purchase of a carpet.

After brief 
service in the pre-war pericd as par- 
liamentary secrecary to Mr. Asquith, 
then chancellor of the exchequer, and 
later to Mr. Asquith as premier, he 
was appointed early in 910 as under- 
secretary for Indian, retaining that 
post until 3914. In that year he be- 
came financial secretary to the treas- 
ury and in the early years of the war 
eave valuable assistance in bringing 
about financial adjastments necessi- 
tated by the outbreak of that con- 
flict. 

In 1916, Mr. Montagu was made 
head of the munitions office and given 
a seat on the war committee of the 
cabinet, but retired from office when 
the Asquith ministry fell.

for the army. In its present stage. 
the study shows that the method of 
regulating and coordinat- 
ing women personnel for the military 
establishment during war was unsat- 
isfactory to the women employed and 
to the army as well. 

During the world war 250,000 wom- 
en were in the military service with 
the British army and their value in 
the military and industrial service was 
recognized by the British. It is point- 
ed out in this connection that the 
tritish women’s army auciliary corps 
was organized hv the British war of- 
fice, and functioned as a part of the 
British army under army orders with 
efficiency and success. 

About 90.000 women served with 
the United States army overseas, but 
that included welfare workers, clerks, 
telephone and telegraph operators, di- 
etitians, cooks, employees in the re- 
clamation service and others, and un- 
der the system then prevailing there 
was much duplication of effort caused 
principally by the lack of any ade- 
quate plan of organization. 

The precise duties to be civen wom- 
en under the y.Jan remain to he work- 
ed out. Those in charge of the study 
are considering the needs of all the 
various branches of the army in emer- 
gency. The advisability of employing 
women as civilians under military con- 
trol is being considered, tozether with 
a proposal by one war collece commit- 
tee that “a study should he made of 
women’s army 
service corps in which worsen will be 
regularly uniformed and nlisted.

HIS familiar phrase strikes at 
the paramount issue in the 
life of Marcus Loew, an issue 
that carried him over a sea 
of defeats in youth to the 


goal of farhe, fortune and in- 
fluence which he now enjoys. 


Fickle fortune did not beckon until 
every measure of defeat had been 


Life History of Marcus Loew, 
Theater and Photoplay Mag- 
nate Reads Like Story From 


Horatio Alger Novel 
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meted out to the little man who now 
controls the largest chain of theaters in 
the world. The story of his life should 
prove most interesting to those who, 
after tasting their first defeat, are con- 
tent to cling to the fringes of semi- 
success.forever after. 


Mr. Loew saw the attractions of the 
theater very early and at the tender 
age of seven he might have been seen 
almost any Saturday night in the gal- 
lery of the old National theater in 
New York investing a hard earned 
dime, and applauding along with the 
rest. 

A year later he set up in business 
for himself and sold newspapers, 
working from sunrise until school 
time and then after school working 
with his papers until midnight. 

So it went for three summers. 
When Mr. Loew was 9, he left school 
and except for some lessons with a 
private tutor, who enriched himself 
to the extent of $2 per month from 
each pupil, that was all the schooling 
Marcus Loew ever had, or needed. 

His first regular employment was 
with a map printing concern. The 
pay was 5 centsa day. He was there 
for a year when the spirit of indus- 
trial unrest broke loose in the place 
and the boys struck for 40 cents a 
day. They were promptly locked out 
by the proprietor and Loew, then 10 
years old, was out of a job. 

He then entered into his first part- 
nership in the printing business with 
a lad some years older than he. From 
a little hand press printing visiting 
cards the new firm had soon acquired 
a foot press, and finally started a 
weekly paper of eight pages, called 
the ‘“‘East Side Advertiser.”’ 

Loew, a weakly boy and small for 
his age, was hardly fit for the slightest 
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physical labor. Instead of running the 
press, he was the editor, copy read- 
er, proof reader, manager, subscrip- 
tion agent, advertising solicitor and 
writer of advertisements. In his spare 


hours he used to write the paper. His 
partner set up the type, and ran the 


press, and supplied the necessary foot 
power. 


The ‘‘Advertiser’’ had a surprising 


success with a circulation that grew 
steadily to 500 copies per issue. Loew. 
bustled around among the ice cream 
stores and novelty shops of the East 
Side and cornered enough advertising 
to make the sheet pay well, some- 
times in cash—more often in trade. 


R. LOEW later disposed of his 

4 interest in the ‘‘Advertiser’’ and 

worked in a dry goods store for $4 
per week. ~_ 

When he was 12 he went to work 

in a factory handling furs and making 


_dress trimmings. There was no power 


in the plant and his particular task 
was to turn the crank of a machine 
for eleven hours per day. In this em- 
ployment Marcus earned $4.50 per 
week and to this day he insists that 
he really earned it. Loew’s parents 
were still living and every penny he 
brought home was needed there. 
Gradually he worked his way 
through the plant, and because of his 
inquiring mind had soon learned 
every trick of the trade. At one time 
he was weaver of dress goods; then at 


ing money. The two became fast 
friends and the man never forgot the 
outcome of the affair. 

By the time he was 23 Loew had 
paid his debts and scraped together a 
few hundred dollars for another start. 
So he married, took his own capital 
and that of his wife and started at the 
fur business again. At the end of the 
first year he was wiped out. By this 
time, however, he had learned some-

ment, and he was able 


16 he was made chief of the factory’s 
fur department. 

Presently he took the few hundred 
dollars he had saved and started in the 
fur business for himself. He was 
then 18. At 19 he failed. His debts 


were $8,000 and his stock -brought 
little more than $5,000. There re- 


mained unsatisfied debts of $1,800 


after the bankruptcy proceedings. 
Marcus Loew was broke but not 
beaten. 


Opportunity did not come to Loew 
in any strange or blustering way, but 
in the course of his daily work; once 
because he had paid his debts of plain, 
old-fashioned honesty, once because 
he had indulged in a piece of plain 
old-fashioned softness of heart. 


It happened in this way: One of the 
largest of his creditors at the time of 
his fatlure was a fur dealer. The man 
knew that young Loew’s business had 
been more or less extravagant, and 
when he drew down three-quarters 
of lis account, he counted himself 
lucky to come out so well. 


A few months later, when the fur 
dealer was desperately pressed in his 
turn, Loew called on him and told 
him that he had come to pay the bal- 
ance of his debt. Young Loew had a 
place as a fur salesman, was making 
$100 per week, and was paying up 
the last dollar of the obligations from 
which he had been legally released. 
The creditor thought it was like find- 


to meet all liabilities 
and close his account 
with a clear conscience and a balance 
of $7. 


That was at the time when golf 
capes were in vague and Loew was 
soon at it again in a cape jobbing 
house. This time with a partner 
named Herman Baher. Then came 
the hard time of 1895—one after an- 
other the cape houses closed their 
doors, Only ten of the firms survived 
the storm, and Baher and Loew were 
among the number, The partnership 
lasted for ten years, and when it came 
to an end Loew was well to do, and 
something of a capitalist on his own 
account. 


It-was In 1904 that opportunity 
came to him, guided by the friend he 
had made at the time of his failure. 
The fur dealer knew some out-of- 
town people who were planning to 
start the penny arcade and Loew was- 
invited to become a partner. He 
knew nothing about amusement en- 
terprises at that time, but he, with his 
friend, took the chance which turned 
out to be the golden opportunity that 
lead to his present success and for- 
tune. 


H* invested to the extent of $40,- 
000, and the amusement place 
was opened on the south side of 


Union Square, where it still stands. 
All told, the men who built it plunged 
to the extent of $105,000, and it 
paid them back their money within 
seven months. Then Loew saw what 
“Opportunity”? could do for those 
who had the whip hand of her and he 
exploited it without mercy. He built 
an arcade of his own in 23rd street 
near ‘Seventh avenue, and another 
uptown. They cost him $150,000, 
and before they began to pay he 
again stood ‘on the brink of financial 
destruction. Things were looking 
very black for him, and then he dis- 
covered Cincinnati. There were pen-

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HE late Professor E. Schliemann 


was famous not only for his dis- 
covery and excavation of the ruins of 
ancient Troy, but also for the remark- 
able theories he fathered concerning the 
long-lost continent, Atlantis, which he 
believed to have existed in prehistoric 
times somewhere between Africa and 
America. * | 

Since the death of the elder Schlie- 
mann his researches concerning Atlantis 
have been continued on a broader scale 
by his son, Professor Paul Schliemann. 
For 15 years the latter has been devot- 
ing himself to this subject, and in a 
book soon to be published in Germany 
he will present for the first time the re- 
sults of his work. 

The article by Professor Schliemann, 
presented on this page today, is a sum- 
mary of some of the more important 
facts to be presented ta the world in his 
forthcoming volume. What he has to 
say, particularly concerning the relics he 
claims to have recovered from the 
depths of the Atlantic, is sure to stir the 
interest evén of scientists who have here- 
tofore been disinclined to credit the 
existence of Atlantis. 

Professor Schliemann visited America 
some years ago and spant a long time 
trying to trace a connection between the 
ancient civilizations of Central America 
and Atlantis. At present he is on the 
western coast of Africa, pursuing his re- 
searches about the continent which he 
believes to have been the cradle of the 
human race and to have been sunk ages 
ago beneath the waters of the Atlantic.

The Noted German Archaeologist 


EVERAL years ago | declared. my 


belief that the world’s lost conti- 
nent, the so-called Atlantis, lay. be- 
tween the western coast of Africa and 
the eastern coast of South and Central 
America and was long ago submerged 
by the waters of the Atlantic. 


At that time I had only archaeologi- 
cal theories resulting from a compari- 
son of different ancient art objects to 
support my belief... Now, however, as 
a result of a long series of submarine 
explorations, | am able to support it 
with many important pieces of evi- 
dence which have been brought up 
from the ocean’s depths—from 
the lost continent itself. 

All my later study and investiga- 
tion add strength to my original be- 
lief that until 20,000 years or per- 
haps much longer ago a vast terri- 
tory stretched between the African 
and American continents. 

Whether this was one unbroken 
expanse of land, a continent or a 
land bridge, or a chain of innumer- 
able volcanic islands, cannot yet_be 
determined; but I have no doubt 
that in prehistoric times the volcanic 
plateau which now forms the Atlan- 
tic’s bed in this region was an inhabit- 
ed part of the earth’s surface—a great 
area that was later submerged by some 
tremendous cataclysm. 

I have succeeded in bringing up 
from the bottom of the ocean, most- 
ly from the tops of the undersea 
mountains, relics which prove that 
once upon a time they were inhabited 
by men and animals of the same spe- 
cies now found in Europe, Asia, Af- 
rica and the Americas. \ 

In fact, 1 believe that “this long 
vanished land was the actual cradle of 
the human race, the first home of our 
aboriginal ancestors, the place from 
which they eventually spread all over 
the earth. Here it was that man origi-

I have dis- 
covered and 
photograp hed 
on the tops of 
th’e undersea 
mountains the 
walls of certain 
caves that show 
every evidence 
of having once > 
been inhabited 
by men. On 
the top of one 
rocky moun- 
tain, about 40 
feet under 
water, I discov- 
ered fragments 
of a remarkably 
well preserved 
cave temple, 
the walls of 
which were en- 
graved with in- 
struments eith- 
er of stone or. 
metal The 
architecture and 
decorations of 
this temple 
show that who- 
ever built it had 
a highly devel- 
oped taste and 
a good under- 
standing of the 
principles of en- 
gineering. 
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Central American figure of very an- 
cient date, showing great similariiy to 
statues found on the African coast 
and to works of art which Professor 
Schliemann has recovered from the 
bottom of the Atlantic. 


Professor Schliemann’s reconstru 
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ction of the wonderful beauties of one 


of the rock temples which he discovered in what he believes to be the 
sunken land of Atlantis, now far below the ocean’s surface. 


My first discovery in the deep sea 
research was a huge square rock tab- 
let covered with a thick layer of sea 
salt and shell animals. After clean- 
ing it I found a bas-relief of five run- 
ning figures, a remarkably harmonic 
and designed composition. It showed 
that it was broken loose from a great 
wall, evidences of which we found 
here and there on the bottom of the 
ocean. 

About a mile or so further away we 
discovered another similar bas-relief of 
two running men and an animal be- 
tween them. This tablet was of the 
same volcanic granite of which the 
whole bottom of the ocean in this re- 
gion is formed. Both tablets gave 
every evidence of having originated in 
this region and not been brought there 
from some other land. 

About 50 miles east of the spot 
where I discovered the latter of the 
two tablets I came upon a plateau that 
is only 30 feet under the water. Here 


1 came upon a strange rock, upon 
which are deeply engraved figures of 
animals and a sea devil. At first I 
thought these might have been form- 
ed thus by the action of the water on 
the rock, but further investigation 
proved them the work of prehistoric 
artist. 
FPNHE whole formation of the rocky 
sea bottom indicates some vole 
canic disturbance, but it was unable to 
destroy all traces of human and ani- 
mal life. It is very difficult to study 
the sea bottom. We are limited to 
the depths divers can reach. We know 
practically nothing of the deepest val- 
leys of the ocean. Even at a depth of 
cne mile everything is a mystery. 

The most astounding discovery of 
my deep-sea explorations was a moun; 
tain peak, on the side of which | came 
upon the remnants of a rock temple. 
All that remains is a small portion of 
what must have been a spacious and 
elaborate affair. What 1 saw was evi- 
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dently one of the smaller chambers, 
with huge carved pillars, niches and 
vaults, that led deeper and deeper into 
the rock. The floor was covered with 
the fragments of primitive art objects, 
a¥ covered with a yellow coating of 
the deep-sea sediments. 

Here was one of the places where 
the people of the lost Atlantis wor- 
shiped their gods. Now it is inhabited 
by devilfish and other ghastly crea- 
tures of the ocean’s depths. 

Standing at the entrance of this 
ruined rock temple I was for a mo- 
ment overcome by the idea that here | 
stood probably at the threshold of a 
gateway into evolutionary mysteries 
and confronted a sanctuary of men 
of whose existence we know nothing. 

That this had been a place of wor- 
ship was evident from its serene style 
of construction and its symbolic deco- 
rations. Besides, there were no traces 
of any household furniture or kitchen 
lf not a temple, this could 
have been only a courthouse or the 
Seat of 
activity.

Near one of the volcanic peaks, 
which must have been among the 
highest of the submerged land, we 
Came upon many pieces of statuary 
and tablets. The most remarkable of 
them was the statue of a man so coat- 
ed with the sea’s sediment and so 
worn by the ceaseless action of the 
waves that its original outlines were 
barely distinguishable. 

Now let me come back to the earth 
and tell of the strange things that 1 
discovered on the African and the Cen- 
tral American coasts adjacent to the 
region where Atlantis lies submerged. 

First of all, I find that the exca- 
vated art objects of Central America 
and Africa show a remarkable similar. 
ity in workmanship and style. Take, 
for instance, the art objects that Fro- 
benius discovered on the west coast of 
Africa and those that | discovered in 
Yucatan, say, 3000 B. G. They 
are so much alike that you would think 
the same artist had carved them all.

Sahara by 
the German expedition are almost 
copies of similar idols discovered in 
the ruins of ancient temples in Vene- 
zuela, and resemblc closely those that 
I discovered in the ruined caves under 
the Atlantic ocean. Who can explain 
the cause of their close similarity?

Still in savagery. Its people were the 
first to attain any degree of culture, 
and they spread their ideas both to the 
east and west. Only this, it seems to 
me, Can explain the similarity between 
the art of the two hemispheres in an- 
cient times. 

The pyramids of Egypt and the 
pyramids of Central America are uni- 
versally known replicas of each other. 
On the stones of those pyramids are 
engraved hieroglyphics which resem- 


tain. tops of the submerged land in 
the Atlantic ocean. They seem to dif- 
fer only because of their greater age. 

Some years ago there was discov- 
ered under one of the pyramids of 
Mexico a wooden mask incrusted with 
a mosaic of turquoise carrying upon 
it a snake curiously coiled and twist- 
ed. This remarkable example of pre- 
historic art is now in the British mu- 
seum. 

The mask is a cleverly executed 
mosaic, the serpent body being dis- 
tinguished from the rest by being a 
brighter blue. It represents a god of 
the Aztecs.

The name of the theater had 
changed, of course, and he washed 
out its reputation by four months of 
tragedy, but it was expensive laundry 
work. Morio and two companions 
supporting him, one playing in Eng- 
lish and the other in Nalian, and while 
salaries were not high, neither were 
the box office receipts. At a time 
when he needed every dollar, Loew 
lost $3,000 on his tragedy season, but 
he counted the money well spent. 
When he finally opened the house 


with pictures and vaudeville at 10c 
for every seat, the first large theater 


of its kind in America, his first day’s 
receipts were 10c. Business picked 
up, however, and he netted a profit of 
something over $60,000 for his year 
in the house. 

That gave him the-cue for the de- 
velopment of a new amusement sys- 
tem and he began adding to his list of 
large theaters and selling off his small 
store shows. In 1908 he took over 
Blaney’s Lincoln -Square theater, 
which had failed and closed; then he 
took over the Old Harlem Casino, re- 
modeled and fire proofed it, then 
opened it as another link to his grow- 
ing chain. 

Since then he has added theaters in 
every section of the country until now 
it is said that he buys theaters like 
bananas in bunches.

Open Pearl Osyters 
When the pearl oysters are 
over night, and next morning are 
opened by means of a curved knife 
six inches long. Until a few years 
ago all the shells were thrown back 
into the sea as useless, but now 
they are brought to shore by the 
ton and deposited in some mer- 
chant’s yard. The natives scrape 
off the outside roughness, pack the 
Shells in wooden crates and export 
them. 

When the pearls are brought to 
Shore they are classified accord- 
ing to weight, size, shape, color and 
texture. In sizing them, the mer- 
chant uses a number of beautiful 
sieves which fit into each other. The 
smallest has holes as big as the end 
of a pencil, while the largest sieve, 
which is about six inches across, has 
holes as fine as mustard seeds.

During the pearl season the Arab 
merchants sit cross-legged in their 
houses, sifting pearls, and arrang- 
ing them into little piles. 

These merchants are indeed a 
queer kind_of people.
